The  board  also  discussed 
starting  a club  representa- 
tive program  with  local  clu- 
bs. You  should  hear  more  on 
this  through  a letter  that 
will  be  mailed  out  to  all 
Wisconsin  clubs. 

Also  discussed  at  the 
meeting  was  the  awarding  of 
some  type  of  recognition  to 
local  clubs  for  their  effor- 
ts during  National  Coin 
Week.  More  will  be  mentioned 
about  this  at  a later  date.

NICOLET  COIN  CLUB  HISTORY 
"OUR  25TH  YEAR" 


Green  Bay  and  Wisconsin 
will  celebrate  the  350th  an- 
niversary in  1984  of  the 
landing  of  Jean  Nicolet,  the 
famous  French  explorer.  Lan- 
ding on  the  shores  of  Green 
Bay  in  1634,  Nicolet  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  first  Euro- 
pean to  visit  our  state. 

The  Nicolet  Coin  Club 
had  its  first  meeting  at  the 
Green  Bay  YMCA  on  October  9, 

1958.  Tom  Fruit  and  Paul  Ka- 
ppel  were  instrumental  in 
the  formation  of  the  orig- 
inal club  and  Tom  was  the 
first  acting  president.  The 
first  meeting  was  attended 
by  11  collectors  and  we  had 
25  members  in  the  Fall  of 

1959.  By  December,  1960,  the 
club  had  40  paid  up  members. 

Meetings  were  held  at 
the  YMCA  until  1973  and  then 
moved  to  the  Neville  Public 
Museum  at  Jefferson  and  Doty 
Streets,  where  we  met  for  10 
years.  Currently  meetings 
are  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th 
Tuesday  evenings  at  the 
Downtowner  Motel. 


The  Nicolet  Coin  Club 
was  incorporated  in  January 
1968  with  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin. We  have  hosted  the 
State  N.O.W.  annual  conven- 
tions in  1965,  1970  and  1977 
and  are  looking  forward  to 
hosting  the  1984  convention 
April  14-15  in  Green  Bay  at 
the  Brown  County  Veterans 
Memorial  Arena. 

Past  shows  in  Green  Bay 
have  featured  attendance  by 
notables  such  as  J.V.  McDer- 
mott with  his  famous  1913 
Liberty  Head  nickel,  Direc- 
tor James  Conlon  with  the 
U.S.  Treasury  Bureau  of  En- 
graving and  Printing's  Bill- 
ion Dollar  Currency  Exhibit, 
Eva  Adams,  Director  of  the 
U.S.  Mint,  and  N.A.  Parker, 
Master  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mint .

There,  ready  and 
willing  to  take 
a stand  when  our 
hobby  welfare 
is  on  the  line. 
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It  was  the  day  before 
the  huge  1983  Iola  Car  Show 
that  we  decided  to  revisit 
the  Krause  Publication  com- 
puter and  update  a story 
published  in  the  1971  NOW 
News.  Krause  computer  boss 
Harry  Becker  was  giving  the 
car  show  control  tower  its 
final  check  out  when  we  arr- 
ived, but  a phone  call  from 
Cliff  Mishler  brought  Harry 
down  for  a breather  (it  was 
90  degrees  out  side)  and  an 
eye  opening  curtique  on 
"whats  new  at  Iola”.  For 
those  of  you  with  long  mem- 
ories, it  was  13  years  ago 
that  inovative  Chet  Krause 
junked  out  the  "addressogr- 
aph”  that  hammered  out  ID 
plates  for  subscription  lis- 
ts, and  installed  a nifty 
little  "System  Three”  compu- 
ter to  handle  subscription, 
figure  payrolls  and  other 
odd  jobs.  Harry  Becker  be- 
came "Mr.  Computer”  at  Iola, 
learning  and  guiding  himself 
and  a small  staff  into  what 
today  is  recognized  as  the 
age  of  electronics.  What  has 
taken  place  since  at  the  Nu- 


mismatic News  building  in 
computer  technology  cannot 
be  discribed  in  terms  of  ch- 
ange, only  a trip  to  Iola 
after  thirteen  years  of  ab- 
sence would  be  adequate. 
Chet  has  built  a new  build- 
ing, rebuilt  and  expanded  it 
twice,  and  put  into  place  a 
2lst  century  humming  and 
clicking  behemoth  that  is 
mind  boggeling  in  its  sophi- 
stication. Harry  Becker,  now 
backed  by  young  troops  just 
out  of  computer  science  sch- 
ool, and  a thirty  member  st- 
aff of  skilled  retrained 
veterans  and  new  people,  has 
taken  on  responsibilities 
that  far  override  anything 
that  even  existed  in  1970. 

Krause  Publications  now 
operates  both  a business  and 
typesetting  computer  opera- 
tion, making  "inhouse”  the 
creation  of  printer  ready 
page  negatives  for  the  16 
regularly  scheduled  publica- 
tions created  at  Iola.  Num- 
ismatic News,  once  the  pri- 
mary monthly  publication  in 
Chets  stable,  now  shares  the 
limelight  with  several  week- 
lys,  monthlys,  and  quarterly 
magazines  in  non  numismatic 
fields.  To  try  to  define  a 
starting  point  on  the  tour 
of  the  computer  room  at  Io- 
la, lets  first  look  at  the 
business  computer  that  re- 
placed the  system  three  of 
the  1970  era.  Father  than 
show  my  ignorance  of  compu- 
ter software,  here  is  the 
Krause  Publication  explana- 
tion of  the  business  compu- 
ter function. 
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With  a growing  number  of 
publications  and  increasing 
subscriber  and  advertiser 
lists,  we  have  become  a hea- 
vily computer  oriented  org- 
anization. KP  installed  its 
first  computer  in  1970.  Our 
current  business  computer 
installation  is  an  IBM  Sys- 
tem 38.  It  handles  nearly 
all  of  the  record  keeping 
functions  of  the  company 
with  a storage  capacity  of 
1.7  billion  characters.  It 
stores  all  of  our  subscrip- 
tion records,  all  of  the  ac- 
counting functions  including 
the  generating  of  projecti- 
ons, billings,  personnel  and 
payroll  records,  storage  of 
most  of  the  archived  infor- 
mation that  ends  up  in  our 
books,  catalogs,  and  period- 
icals and  special  typeset- 
ting functions.  Due  to  the 
delicate  nature  of  the  equi- 
pment, the  temperature  and 
humidity  of  the  computer  ro- 
om must  be  specially  contro- 
lled. At  a cost  of  over  a 
million  dollars,  it's  an  in- 
vestment we  want  to  protect. 

The  computer  room  lies 
over  an  air  conditioned  un- 
derfloor filled  with  a grid 
of  flexable  wiring  to  accom- 
odate the  almost  constant 
design  alterations  required 
by  changing  computer  tech- 
nology. The  computer  mach- 
ines with  the  exception  of 
the  video  terminals  (which 
resemble  TV  screens)  are  an 
unimpressive  series  of  neat 
enameled  boxes  seemingly  un- 
related to  the  incredible 


tasks  they  can  accomplish. 
The  KP  circulation  list  now 
numbers  300,000  names,  three 
times  the  card  file  of  the 
system  three  of  1970. 

The  typesetting  computer 
which  shares  the  air  cooled 
area  housing  the  business 
computer  represents  even  a 
larger  change  from  1970. 
Here  is  the  Krause  discre- 
tion of  the  typesetting  com- 
puter now  in  place. 

Copy  for  all  publications 
must  also  pass  through  the 
typesetting  department.  Late 
in  1981  we  began  installing 
nearly  $800,000  worth  of  new 
typesetting  equipment.  This 
equipment  was  fully  operat- 
ional early  in  1982.  In 
typesetting,  the  copy  is  ty- 
ped into  the  computer  with 
special  instructions  and 
displayed  on  a VDT.  The  op- 
erator can  either  store  the 
copy  in  the  memory  bank  of 
the  computer  or  relay  a mes- 
sage directly  to  the  type- 
setter where  the  copy  is 
typeset  with  the  appropriate 
size  and  style  of  type.  The 
typesetter  produces  type  at 
3,000  lines  per  minute.  Tha- 
t's about  1 1/2  pages  of  a 
daily  newspaper.  Even  at 
this  speed  we  still  haven't 
tested  its  ultimate  capabil- 
ities. From  the  typesetter 
the  photographically  typeset 
copy  goes  into  the  dark  room 
where  it  is  transferred  to  a 
processor  for  automatic  de- 
veloping, fixing,  washing 
and  drying.  When  this  pro- 
cess is  complete  the  copy  is 
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submitted  to  proofreading. 
The  error  free  type  is  pas- 
sed on  to  the  production  de- 
partment .

The  photo  negative  re- 
production system  discribed 
above  utilizes  laser  beams, 
another  space  age  inovation 
that  wasn't  developed  in 
1970.  Somethings  have  not 
changed  at  lola,  four  mem- 
bers of  the  1970  era  circu- 
lation department  are  part 
of  the  business  computer  gr- 
oup. Sue  Olkowski,  Mona  vVas- 
rud,  Judy  Schmidt  and  Jean 
Moericke  have  made  the  tran- 
sition to  the  space  age  of 
'83.  Harry  Becker,  now  back- 
ed by  Gary  Marx,  Marge  Lar- 
son, John  Opperman  and  Roy 
Van  Epern,  has  a few  more 
grey  hair,  but  after  thir- 
teen years,  guess  that  isn't 
too  bad. 

You  should  see  this  op- 
eration at  KJP,  the  welcome 
mat  is  out  at  lola,  and  Har- 
ry Becker  won't  be  in  the 
tower  ’till  next  July.

Collectors  are  buying!  Deal- 
ers are  trying  to  sell  off 
their  stuff  at  bid,  and  are 
buying  60%  of  bid.  Dealers 
could  not  buy  anything  from 
collectors- - -at  least  not 
much.  People  were  cleaning 
the  dealers  out  of  silver 
and  silver  dollars,  proof 
and  mint  sets,  etc.  The  coin 
dealers  said  they  had  a good 
show,  but  we  only  had  half 
of  our  usual  dealers  here. 
There  was  a lot  of  interest 
in  tokens . 

There  was  a rumor  that 
the  dealers  who  bought  a lot 
of  stuff  in  the  A.N.A.  auc- 
tion on  "terms"  were  having 
trouble  making  payment.  They 
are  said  to  have  bought  the 
stuff  hoping  to  sell  it  by 
the  time  (60  days  or  what- 
ever) it  came  to  pay  the 
auctioneers.  But  many  could 
not  do  it.

Law-abiding  pirates  must 
pay  tax  on  their  booty,  the 
judge  said. 

Ye  Mystic  Krewe  of  Gasp- 
arilla,  a long-exempt  Tampa 
social  club  named  for  a pi- 
rate, owns  a replica  of  an 
18th-century  ship  and  stages 
an  annual  mock  capture  of 
the  city  and  a parade  that 
attract  over  500,000  specta- 
tors. Dues  provide  most  club 
revenue,  but  in  three  years 
when  its  "invasion"  costs 
averaged  nearly  $52,000,  it 
got  average  income  of  nearly 
$10,000  from  selling  conces- 
sions for  seating,  food,  and 
an  "official  log  book"  to 
defray  expenses. 

The  Krewe  considered 
this  tax-exempt  income,  but 
the  IRS  called  it  taxable 
unrelated  business  income, 
and  Tax  Court  Judge  Simpson 
agreed:  Tax  is  intended  to 
fall  on  any  social-club  in- 
come derived  from  non-mem- 
bers . so  that  untaxed  income 
doesn't  subsidize  member  ac- 
tivities. To  be  taxable,  he 
added,  the  income  needn't  be 
from  a business  "regularly 
carried  on." 

Further,  the  judge  held, 
the  "invasion"  costs  weren't 
"directly  connected"  with 
producing  the  concession  re- 
ceipts and  can't  be  deducted 
from  them  in  figuring  the 
taxable  income.

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MARTIN  LUTHER  REMEMBERED 


By  Gene  Johnson  WNWA 


Thousands  of  Americans 
are  touring  Germany  this 
fall  to  celebrate  the  500th 
anniversary  of  Martin  Luth- 
ers birth,  and  both  foreign 
and  American  die  sinkers  are 
busy  remembering  his  birth 
in  silver,  gold,  and  other 
metals,  both  for  these  tour- 
ists, and  numismatists  world 
wide  who  are  unable  to  visit 
the  East  German  site  of  the 
Luther  story.  Collectors  of 
Luther  memorabilia  have  a 
large  and  varied  field,  with 
numerous  stamps  and  coins, 
and  hundreds  of  different 
medals  dating  from  the  1600 
AD  period  to  the  present. 

In  my  token  collection 
are  a half  dozen  Luther  pie- 
ces, picked  up  over  the  last 
thirty  years,  the  most  pri- 
zed, a 29mm  brass  medalet 
given  me  by  NOW  Vice  Presi- 
dent Bob  Kraft,  of  Madison. 
What  makes  this  token  very 
special,  is,  that  it  is  a 
WISCONSIN  piece,  with  Luther 
pictured,  marking  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  formation 
of  the  Wisconsin  Synod  in 
the  year  1900. 


The  legend  on  the  1850- 
1900  dated  token  is  in  the 
German  language  of  Luthers 
heritage,  a Wisconsin/German 
American  phenomena  that  gra- 
dually faded  around  the  time 
of  the  second  world  war. 
Prior  to  this  time,  even 
some  of  the  German  churches 
in  central  Wisconsin  held 
services  in  the  native  Ger- 
man tongue.  Now  only  an  occ- 
asional festival  occasion 
service  is  still  conducted 
in  German,  and  some  area 
churches  still  have  "Christ- 
mas Sings"  in  the  native 
language  of  the  fatherland.

Token  collectors  of  Wis- 
consin have  many  nice  old 
German  language  medals  and 
tokens  to  remember  the  imm- 
igration influx  into  Wiscon- 
sin in  the  years  around 
1850,  the  pieces  largely

INFORMATION 
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Local  organizations,  su- 
ch as:  religious,  service, 
fraternal,  charitable,  or 
veterans,  or  organizations 
to  which  contributions  are 
tax  deductable,  are  eligible 
for  raffle  licences.  ALSO 
COIN  CLUBS. 

What  constitutes  a raf- 
fle? A raffle  is  a game  of 
chance  where  a drawing  is 
held  after  tickets  are  sold. 
Door  prizes  are  also  raffles 
and  they  do  require  a state 
licence.  Instant  lottery 
type  tickets  are  not  raffles 
but  they  are  illegal  in  Wis- 
consin. 

There  are  two  different 
types  of  raffles,  special 
and  regular.  A regular  raf- 
fle is  one  in  which  the  tic- 
kets are  sold  (up  to  120  da- 
ys.- state  law)  in  advance 
and  on  the  day  of  the  draw- 
ing. Special  raffles  are 
sold  only  on  the  same  day  as 
the  drawing  and  prizes  are 
awarded  that  day. 

Organizations  that  re- 
quire a licence  must  have 
been  \n  existence  at  least 
one  year  prior  to  applica- 
tion, or  must  be  chartered 
by  a state  or  national  org- 
anization which  has  been  in 
existence  for  at  least  three 
years.  These  "clubs"  may  be 
issued  two  regular  licenses 
in  a calendar  year,  however, 
the  license  is  only  good  for 
the  date  specified  on  the 
license.  A special  license 


may  be  issued  which  is  effe- 
ctive for  a 12-month  period, 
and  the  organization  is  all- 
owed to  hold  one  special  ra- 
ffle in  each  calendar  week. 
The  fee  for  this  raffle  lie-  \ 
ense  is  only  $5.00,  and  no  j 
raffle  ticket  may  exceed 
$5.00  in  cost.  Also,  the 
drawing  must  be  held  in  pub- 
lic. Tickets  may  be  sold  by

any  person  authorized  by  the 
licensed  organization,  and 
the  purchaser  need  not  be 
present  at  the  drawing  to 
win  a prize,  of  which  all 
prizes  must  be  awarded. 

No  salaries,  fees,  awar- 
ds, or  profits  may  be  given 
to  any  individual  or  organ- 
ization in  connection  with 
the  raffle,  and  all  profits 
must  inure  the  organization 
doing  the  raffle. 

The  maximum  penalty  for 
a violation,  which  is  a cri- 
minal violation,  is  a $1,000 
fine,  30  days  imprisonment, 
or  both.  The  district  attor- 
ney may  commence  an  action 
in  the  name  of  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  to  restrain  any 
violation.  Prior  to  final 
judgement  by  a court,  an  or- 
der or  judgement  may  be  nec- 
cessary  to  restore  to  any 
person  any  pecuniary  loss 
suffered  because  of  the  acts 
or  practices  involved  with 
the  violation.
